Subject! Arrest of Lee Harvey OswaU 

Sirs 

At »ppraxiaate3y It 55 P. M., Friday, Hovedwr 22, 1963, I was in the idcinity 
of the Texas Theater in the Oak Cliff eeotjon of Dallns, looking for the sus- 
pect in the slaying of Officer J. D. Tippit, 

% police radio, X received Inforaation the suspect «as at the Texas Theater 
and 1 reported to that location. On arrival, I was told that the building was 
covered off outside and to go inside the theater. 

axe inside, I requested either an usher or the Assistant Manager to turn on 
as many lights as possible. 

Detective Paul Bentley and I, along with aoM uniform officers, went to the 
balaony of the theater. We checked to see that all the fire exits were covered 
and that a check of the patrons was being Bade, and then we started back to the 
lower floor to see the situation at that location. 

About the tine I rea<died the bottoa of the stairs, 1 heard an officer yell, 
"I've got him!" And, 1 also heard a struggle. I ran inside the lower floor of 
the theater and saw several officers attenpting to restrain a {arson. Soraeone 
yelled that the man had a pistol and then as I Joined the other officers in 
atteapting to complete the arrest, X haaixi someone else say they had the gun. 

Officers M. M. McDonald, T. A. Hntson, Say Hawkins, G. T. mker. Bob Carroll, 
K. £. Ijrons, Paul Bentley, Bob Barrett, from the F.B.I. , and I succeeded in 
subduing the suapect, and while the otfasr officers held the suspect. Officer 
Ray Hawkins and 1 handcuffed the su^ct. 

Captain W. H. Vfestbrook instructed us to get the prisoner aMay frca the location 
as soon as possible. Officers Walker, Iflrons, Carroll, Bentley, and I flanked the 
man and also protected him from the front and rear. In this fcmation, we iH>ved 
through the lobta- of the theater aiid out to a car parked in front of tt» theater. 

We placed the suspect in the rear seat of the car with Officer Bentley on his 
left and Officer Walker on his ri^t. I sat in the cmiter of the front seat with 
Officer lyons on ny ri^t and Officer Carroll drove. 

As Officer Carroll started to get into the car, he pulled a snub-nosed revolver 
from his belt and handed it to ae. He stated this was the subject's gun and that 
he had obtained it from Officer McDonald immediately after the suspect was subdued. 
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Whin the pistol was given to me, it was tUlly loaded and one of the shells had 
a haonr mark on the priaer. 

I retained this gun in agr possession until approxioately 3il5 F. M., Friday, 
Noveidier 22, 1963> yiim in the presence of Officers Canrall and McDonald, I turned 
the weapon over to Detective T. L. Baker of the Homicide and Kobbery Bureau, 

At the tiae the pistol was released to Qeteetivc Baker, Mcijonald, Carroll and 1 
had all narked it for identiJioation purposes, and in the jresmee of McDonald 
and Carroll, 1 oaiked the side of the easing on ail the shells, Uhieh were also 
turned over to Detective Baker at the saas time.
